Chicago has carefully considered the suygcstion 
Outlined in refcrenced comnunication and is eager to participate 
in any counterintelligence tactic aimed at exposing any 


comuunist inroad or influence in the civil rights movement. 
Chicago notes, however, that it is the policy of the local 
Chicago press not to print any anonymous communication for 

fear of libel action. Also, BARBER is apparently unknown in 
the Chicago area. If information in referenced airtel per- 
tained to someone from Chicago, the press might make additional 
efforts to verify information received in an anonymous 
co:mmunication and, if successful, publish a story on the matter, 
In the absence of this, however, it appears certain the local 
press would ignore and discard an anonymous co:nmunication, 


Cnicago notes, however, that possibly a friendly 
reporter from the "Chicago Daily News" could be confidentially 
furnished certain lead information that could be checked on 
inquiries by the reporter. In this regard, if Atlanta would 
be successful through submission of information concerning 
the situation outlined in referenced communication to their 
local press, and thereafter furnished such articles appearing 
in the press to Chicago, plus any available public source 
mateyjal concerning BARBER and the Southern Coordinating
